caped. It attempted to escape at 1:30 
this morning. At two o'clock the last 
ship, Christobal Colon, had run ashore 
fifty miles west of Santiago and has let 


down her colors. Infanta Maria Teresa, 
Oquendo and Vizcaya were forced ashore, 
burned and blown up within 20 miles of 
Santiago. The Furor and Pluton were de- 
stroyed within four miles of the port. 
Our loss was one killed and two wounded. 
The enemy's loss will probably be several 
hundred from gun fire, explosions and 
drowning. We have about 1,300 prisons 
ers, including admiral Cervera. The man 
killed was Geo. H. Ellis.

By means of 
gypsum applied at the rate of 3,000 
ponnds per acre the blact form will be 
changed to the white, which may then 
be given tho above treatment. Gypsam 
is tbe only practical antidote for black 
alkali. It should be sowed broadcast 
and well harrowed ia. 


Certain crops also hare the power to 


remove a considerable amount of alkali 
from the soil if grown for several years 
in succession. Among these are beets, 
carrots, turnips and any crop which 
will shade the ground, thereby lessening 
the arnouut; of surface evaporation. 


These alkali soils are tbe very richest 


in tbe state, a number of tbe compounds 
composing the alkali being recognized 
as of direct value as fertilizers, as sul- 
phate of potash, phosphate of soda, ni- 
trate of soda, chloride of soda and car- 
bonate of ammonia, which occur togeth- 
er with the sulphate of soda and carbon- 
ate of soda meatipned above. 
Thus it 


will be seen that trjese soils are bound 
to be very histiug and ia :uauy cases 
will well repay the trouble required to 
recover them. .

High Gnul. America* Sugar BecU. 
Concerning experiments conducted in 


tbe prod action of high grade sugar beets 
it is told iu the recent report of the sec- 
retary of agriculture tbat tbe stations 
ccUaborating in this work were Teu- 
nessee, Kentucky, Indiana, Iowa, Wis- 
consin and Kew York. The best result* 
were obtained from the stations in Wis- 
consin and Ss^r York. The beets which 
were grown at tbe New York elation 
were carefully selected for physical | 
properties, and those which reached the 
standard of shape and size were subject- 
ed to individual analysis and preserved 
for tbe propagation of seeds for the sea- 
son of 3898. A few of them which have 
exhibited peculiar strains of excellence 
bavo been preserved for tbe production 
of a new variety of beets, which is is 
proposed to call tbe American Elite. 
Those beotH have an average weight of 
about SO ounces and an average content 
of sugar of 19 per cent. The purity of 
juices in timilar beets was found to be 
about 85. These beets, having shown 
these remarkable variations from tbe 
standard in size aud sugar quality, are 
evidently fitted to produce a new variety 
of beets better suited to American farm- 
ers than tbe standard beets of Europe. 
It is the inteution of the department to 
endeavor to establish a variety of beets 
of this kiml which shall have at least a 
third greater weight than the standard 
sugar beet of Europe without lotting

States service is there any man who 
must, in order ti> bu of any use at all, 
know how to do well so ninny different 
things. Bnpinnins with being "a good 
man all over," the marine recruit, if he 
happens to have seen no sort of mili- 
tary service before, must begin bv learn- 
ing the drills and manual of arms. He 
becomes first, an infantryman, expert in 
«very evolution possible to a body o? 
men on lout, fnr ho biw t«leave the ship 
wh«n there is \vcrk to be done ashore, 
and he ni'.ist Iw able to move with pro- 
e-isimi under the most galling tire, and 
do it. iii the shortest possible space of 
tinj*1. 
The KJC. riio shovel and pick, 


which ho nsay look upon with scorn 
wben hi« blue' and scarlet uniform JK 
yec new. Ix-cosne ireplenients of warfare 
in his linuds, and that he may fight long 
and well ho is tanght to delve and beai 
until a hrcivscwork is built. 


Even then his duties do not. end, am 


the recruit Rranibies often and wishes 
ho wus free when he is ordered to get 
into tho drawing scraps of a !''ght arci!- 
leiT" pioc'.\ 1'ghL only iu naroe, and han! 
it, at full tile down into riie ilitch tliat 
he hr.s dug and up on the other side t 
tho i:ruVJi of the intrt?nchment.

still in. barracks, be cougratulatc-S him- 
self that he is a marine full fledped, but 
he has yet to ulimb the ship's side and 


that besides Iwing able to l;ehave 


himself he must teach the .lack Tar to 
lie cood as well, hnt not by moral sua- 
sion. 
When thp salt air gets into his 


nostrils and he find? that-standing guard 
at a gangway or tiTnidshipsunder a can 
van awning is not such a bat! thing after

His 
officers, graduates of the Naval Rcademv, 
can take tie bridge, though wearing the 
titles and straps of army officers, when 
the need comes, and upon seniority 
alone depends the honors, for each man 
in the marine line is a soldier and sailor 
too. 


The private of marines need not spend 


his peace days in barracks idly. A 
school is provided for him where, if he 
chooses, he may conquer fractious and 
cube root and in time, after his studies 
have raised him to the grade of sergeant 
major in the ranks, should there chance 
to come a war, the line is open to him. 
Ouce a lieutenant it need not be a life- 
time before he can Become n colonel 
commandant, tho highest officer of ma- 
rines, aud rank with a. brigadier general 
of the anuy. Once his ivory hilteo. offi- 
cer's sword and gold luce are worn he 
has tho entree to any officer's moss ai;c 
a place that no man but one of his own 
line can take. 


The fouled anchor rum) ing through a 


hemisphere traced with the outlines of 
the two American continents which 
adonis the front of his fatigue cats tells 
that he is at honis both on sea and 011 
hind. It was the question whether a 
man but a sailor should be placed in 
authority over a sailor that made the 
marine's place an uncertain cue foi 
many years, hut for tho present it seems 
to be settled. The naval commanders 
shouted for them when the present, war 
opened, ani! in order that their needs 
niay be, filled the present corps of 3,000 
marines will be increased by 1,400 now 
recruiting. 


The marine was m. the very begin- 


ning of his existence the man who was 
transported in adrasice of an army in 
the warships when they -were propelled 
by oarsmen and act sails to fight when 
land was reached. The marine in time 
of battle on the sea has a place in every 
part o£ the vessel, from die stoke hole 
to the fighting tops. Where a man drops 
out, should there cot be a sailor to step 
in, he fills tho gap. From the tops with 
his rifle he rakes the deck of the ene- 
my's ship, or when a land fortification 
has been silenced to him falls the honor 
of making the first tend attack and 
raising the stars and stripes, as a color 
sergeant from tho Panther did on Cuban 
soil a few days ago.—New York Son.

many acres. Ho raises enough stuff to 
support him aud keep his stock. Hi, 
taxes are always promptly paid. la hia 
old age ho performs ail kinds cf hard 
work without experiencing any deleter 
rioua results. He takes a turn at hunt- 
ing aud fishing, is a good sbot and a 
lucky augler.—Philadelphia Press. •

These, to- 
gether with the numerous othur forts 
iu the. harbor, it is supposed, will ruu- 
der this city perfectly sale from any at 
tempt of tbe enemy,"
